Only the mails, buteher and 
baker have not been interfered with. 

Half a ton of bread dally is required 
to feed those within the legation com- 
pound, All day long the Koran is read 
and Allah is appealed to for help.—tn- 
dependent.

The text that a prophet is without 
honor In his own country is, we are 
afraid, sadly appli¢able to the case 
of Henry Kirk White, says the Not- 
tingham Guardian. Iv is a hundred 
years since the young Nottingham 

oet breathed his Jest, but only the 
faintest interest has been taken in the 
centenary of his death by the people 
of Nottingham. Some of them may 
even have enquired yesterday: “Who 
wos Kirk Whiter’ and “What did 
he write?” We wonder how many 
took the trouble of even walking past 
his birthplace in the Shambles A 
modest wreath adorned the building 
~but it was from a Canadian. It 13 
calculated to make us blush if we 
reflect that the gory, honor paid to 
one of the most distinguished of Not- 
tingham’s sons on the anniversary of 
his death has come from overseas, It 
fe, of course, true that Kirk White 
left only a scanty literary output be- 
hind him, but he was only twenty 
when he died. His “Clifton Grove” 
and other pieces will, however, kesp 
his memory green. Had he lived the 
ros poet, whose devouring ambition 

rought about his early death, would 
have taken his place amon the fore- 
most poets of the nineteenth century. 
Nottingham, however, is strangely {n- 
different to the great literary figures 
connected with her beg tes A She has 
no statue of Byron, no worthy memor- 
iai of Philip James Batley, and no 
memento whatever of Kirk White. In 
the Queen of the Midlands these pre 
phets are véerif} without honor in thelr 
own country.

One of the largest sad most success- 
ful dairymen to this country Is Horace 
L, Bronson of Cortland county, N. Y., 
whose dairy business Is conducted on 
the same plans as a modern depart- 
men, store. Io a recent issue of the 
American Agriculturist Mr. Bronson 
tells of the Importance of light and 
ventilation in the cow barn as follows: 

Cows are infinitely better off in a 
vold, dry stable with plenty of Nght 
and good alr than in an overheated 
dark room, I never knew a cow to 
get pneumonia or tuberculosis from be- 
ing Iu cold, dry, well lighted quarters, 
but | have known whole berds to be 
affected aud destroyed from overheat. 
ed, I lighted stalls, The component 
parts of alr are oxygen and nitrogen. 
Oxygen supplies life to the animal 
kingdom and nitrogen to the vegetable. 
Without oxygen Gnimal life cannot be 
tmalotained, for the reason that when 
pure alr is taken into the lungs the 
oxygen Is appropriated to vitalize the 
blood. 

There are people, | believe, who 
wroigly suppose that all cold stables 
are supplied with fresh air, This is a 
mistake, and you should see to it that 
your cow barn is soppiied with intakes 
through which fresh alr from the out 
side shall be introduced in front of the 
cattle, and then provide a central shaft 
leading from near the stable floor, up 
through the stable and through the 
roof, This is an outtake and will main- 
taln a moderate current, drawing the 
impure gases from the bottom up 
through the shaft and joto the open 
space. 

If your stable is not well lighted— 
by that | mean thoroughly lighted— 
simply put in more windows, suffi. 
clent to give your stock a room as well 
lighted as your own living room, Do 
not minimize the timportance of sun 
sbine, for it is one of the most ef- 
fective germ destroyers in nature. 
Thirty minutes of sunshine wil gen 
erally put out of business many dis 
casa gorms. An abominable, poorly 
lighted and ventilated stable can be 
changed over into a model one at 
trifing expense, This can be done 
generally by the farmer and hia help 
without employing skilled or high 
priced labor, 

Land plaster should be used liber 
ally. Sprinkle it over the drop when 
filled and again after it la cleaned. 
The mixing of the plaster with the 
compost Induces a change wherein the 
nitrogen or ammonia becomes fixed. 
Without this the ammonia will to a 
large extent escape and float off into 
the surrounding atmosphere. Inde- 
pendent of the health of the animals, 
permitting the ammonia to eseape ts 
a waste which no farmer can afford. 
Bear in mind that this ammonia ts the 
most expensive fertilizer that you 
have to buy, In the form of nitrate of 
soda, it often costs us $85 per ton, 
while murtate of potash can be bought 
for about $40, sometimes for about 
$36; phosphoric acid about $45 per ton. 
Again, the plaster la generally worth 
ita coat If applied directly to the land, 
i generally buy the plaster in carload 
lota, covting from $2.50 to $3 per ton. 
If you haven't used It lu the past, try 
it and just see how nice It will seem 
for you to ait dowa to the milking tn 
a clean, sweet smelling stable, 

Regularity in milking and feeding Is 
necessary for best results. Many farm. 
ers pay little heed to either point, Gen 
erally farmers are compelled to depend 
to a greater or less extent upon hired 
help to do their milking. In all such 
cases the farmer should be careful to 
see that bis bired men are good milk: 
era, There are pleoty of shiftiess fel- 
lows, who, when left to themselves, 
will ruln the best cow by bad milking, 
A poor milker Is an abomination, No 
cow can keep a sound udder for any 
considerable time unless she ls milked 
clean at least twiew daily, and even 
this does not quite cover the ground, 
Bhe must be milked quickly or else she 
becomes a stripper—that Is, she. will 
hold back ber milk for awhile, and then 
it Is but a short time before she has 
lost one or more of her quarters,

Mach of Ita Success Depends Upon 
the Work of Its Patrons, 

The creamery {is an important and 
many times an underestimated factor 
jn the welfare aud progress of a farm- 
ing community. The farmers who are 
patronizing a well built, well equipped 
and well managed creamery can readl- 
ly tell what It has done for them tudl- 
vidually and collectively, There was a 
time (and we find about the same con- 
ditions now where a new creamery is 
being started) when the success of the 
creaniery was believed to depend ab 
toost entirely upon the skill of the but- 
termaker. While we willingly acknowl- 
edge that his training and experience 
have made him the main spoke tn the 
wheel, he very generously admits that 
mutch of his success depends upon his 
patrons, 

The highest scoring butter made by 
the beat buttermaker at the best cream- 
ery we always find Is backed by pa- 
trons who bring the largest per cent of 
good, clean milk and cream, While 
the a/ility and Interest of the butter: 
maker are items to be reckoned with, 
he can produce the beet resulla only 
when be has the hearty co-operation of 
his patrons,. The buttermaker must 
start early and work fast if be geta 
ahead of the barn yard starter that the 
patron can carelessly and ignorantly 
introduce into his milk, 

Flavor Depends Upon Patrons, 

In Judging butter from a commerctal 
standpoint flavo: is given forty-five 
points, which is almost half necessary 
for perfect butter, and flavor Is largely 
dependent upon the condition of milk 
and cream, for which the patron is re 
sponsible, The buttermaker ts reapon- 
sible for the texture, twenty-five points; 
color, fifteen points; salt, ten points, 
and package, five points, and it depends 
entirely upon Lim whether bia product 
ia right in these particulars, but in or- 
der to get the highest flavor be must 
depend mostly upon the patrons, Ry 
means of pasteurizing, using starter, 
properly ripening cream, churning at 
the right temperature and keeping 
everything clean, a buttermaker may 
be able to control the flavor to a great 
extent, but he cannot do so entirely, 
Creamery buitermakers know and 
dairymen ought to know that the bet- 
ter the quality of the milk and cream 
delivered at the creamery the better 
the butter that can be made. 

I once asked an expert judge of but- 
ter what were the most common unde- 
sirable favors he found in scoring but. 
ter, and these are what he gave: 

A rusty flavor, due to keeping milk 
in rusty cans, 

A musty favor from keeping cream 
or milk ln a damp or moldy cellar, 

An unclean favor that comes from 
Improperly washing separators and 
milk vessels. 

A cowy flavor, caused by unclean 
milking or allowing the milk to stand 
in a dirty or poorly ventilated stable. 

Sometimes be found a tobacco favor. 
That, he supposed, was the result of 
smoking while milking. 

If he bad ever visited kitchens where 
the cleaning of separators or milk ves 
sels was done without brushes he 
might have added a dishcloth Savor, 
Of all the abominations known to the 
dairy business this Is the most inde 
seribable, 

Every one understands that the co- 
operative creamery is of the greatest 
benefit to the patrons because they 
will get all the profits of the business, 
and to Increase that profit there must 
be co-operation of creamery and pa- 
tron, The buttermaker must add to bis 
ability tact, common sense, honesty 
and firmness enough to deal with every 
patron alike, The patron must furnish 
each and every day the very best quall- 
ty of milk and as much as be can pow 
sibly get by the best of care and feed- 
Ing.—Mra, Viola KI; Wileox tn Kim- 
ball'a Dairy Farmer 


Feeding the Milk Maker 


Butter flaver ts a thing largely de- 
termined by the feoding and care of 
the cow, While owlng to bad manage- 
ment good feed often produces poor but 
ter, it la Impossible to produce fine but 
ter with a fine flavor from poor feed. 

Food Value of Corn, 

Some stations have published results 
of thelr experiments, which prove that 
45 per cent of the food value of corn 
ia in the stalks, leaves and husks, This 
makes the stalks nearly a# valuable as 
the corn, If it ts put Into the silo at 
the right time it will be excellent food 
and will be eaten up clean, Por this 
reason it Is good polley to work the 
corn crop Into silage 

Veeding Grain, 

The amount of grain to feed should 
be only two-fifths the number of 
pounds of milk the cow la giving, saya 
the Holstein-Friesian Register, If a 
cow gives thirty pounds of milk she 
should get two-fifths of thirty, or 
twelve pounds of grain dally, A cow 
giving fifteen pounds of milk dally 
should get two-tifihs of that, or six 
pounds of grain, 

Welghing the Gratin, 

When you suggest to a farmer that 
he welgh the grain he feeds his cows 
he will naturally say that it is out of 
the question, He has not the time, It 
will seem to him a big Job to weigh 
the grain that ts fed to each animal at 
night and tithe morping. There ta a 
very simple way to get around this 
and yet know just what you are feed 
ing, says a writer Im Kimball's Dalry 
Farmer, Every farmer lie-pan or a 
measure of some kind with which bis 
grain or meal is proportioned to the 
stock, If he will simply take this meas- 
Ure and welgh U once, It will be an easy 
matter to estimate the amount which ts 
fed each time, { had a small measure 
which beld four pounds of chopped 
vorn, I welghed this once, and that 
was sufficient to keep close tab on what 
the stock were getting,

Simple Remedy Which It Is Claimed 
Will Cure it, 

Don't think that because the grate 
flue is defective and throws smoke Into 
the room or does not draw properly 
there Is no remedy, for, according to a 
flue expert, few chimneys built for 
fireplaces are so constructed that they 
cannot be fixed to give entire satisfac 
tion, 

“A grate flue with angles is bound 
to cause trouble,” says thin expert, “for 
unless the Inside surface of the chim 
hey is curved and smooth the free out- 
ward passage of smoke is obstructed, 
with the result that it strikes the an- 
gies of the flue and will be thrown 
back Into the room, There should be 
nothing but curves in a fireplace flue 
when it is impossible to bulld it 
straight or funnel shape, and these 
rounded corners should not slant more 
than forty-five degrees, To make sure 
that the chimney ta amooth Inelde it 
should be lined with terra cotta piping, 
and It would be well for every house 
wife who has been troubled with bad 
flues to find the cause 

“If there are no angles and the In 
aide of the flue is smoot, then the 
most prolific causes of amoky grates 
are eliminated and the trouble is prob- 
ably in the masonry or perhaps In the 
height of the chimney. 

“It may be well for every woman to 
know that a flue to draw satisfactorily 
must come directly into the center of a 
fireplace, for when it does not there are 
always eddies of smoke at one side of 
the grate, Most Important of all, how-

When the flue is too small for the size 
of the grate a smoky room ls generally

“It a grate smokes wheo the first 
fire of the seavou is started a woman 
should not be alarmed and think (hat 
thin difficulty will coutinue throughout 
the year, for wutll bricks and mortar 
are warmed through all chimpeys, no 
matter how perfectly constructed, will 
throw smoke back into the room, As 
soou as the fues are warm, however, 
the smoke will pass out freely, Mauy 
housekeepers who realize that cold 
chimneys smoke tovariably put bura- 
ing paper into them and tn this way 
take off the chill before starting a fire 
at the beginning of the fall or winter 
seasons or when the due has hot been 
constantly used in cool weather, 

“Many flues smoke simply because 
they are filled with soot and need to be 
cleaned by a chimucy sweep, At the 
beginuing of each autumn season all 
grate flues should be thoroughly

DESERT THIRST. 


Certain Death, 

Half of the people dying from desert 
thiret perish in thirty-six hours, a quar 
| ter within forty-eight or ifty hours and 
all others of which the history is known 
witain eighty hours 

The phenomena of desert thirst may 
be arranged in three stages—namely, 
normal thirst, functional derangement 
and s*ructural degeneration, These 
three stages are made up of five phases 
—the clamorous, cotton mouth phase, 
the shriveled tongue, the blood sweat 
and the living death. There la hope in 
saving the lives of the victima whose 
thirst Is diagnosed in the first three 
phases, but for the fourth and fifth 
death is certain. 

The clamorous phase of desert thirst 
may be relieved by water, or in some 
instances fruit acida or similar aul. 
stances. The second, or cotton mouth, 
phase should be treated by giving the 
viet'm quarts of water taken In emall 
sips and flooding his body. Practically 
the same treatment may be applied to 
the third, or shriveled tongue, phase, 
with the addition of a medicine to 
| counteract the fever and a tonic for the 
| heart. Water would only prove a 
damage in the fourth, or blood eweat, 
phase, and even if it were possible to 
satiafy the thirst of the victim his 
mental condition would never be clear, 
Death from thirst la often painless,

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HARVEST CUSTOMS. 


Curious One Still Extant In Gloucester. 
shire, and Some Others Obtain 
In Yorkshire. 


In these days the use of dgricultural 
machinery has driven almost all manu- 
al labor from the harvest fleld, and with 
have disappeared most of those 
quaint customs which endeared the sea- 
fon to the farmer as well as to his men. 

One old-fashioned Gloucestershire 
farmer, however, «till keeps up as 
many of the old customs as he can. 
All his wheat, barley and oats are cut 
by hand, just as in the days of half 
a century ago. The first sheaf in each 
of his wheat flelds he has always cut 
himself, and the binding, or tying to- 
@ether, of it has a'ways been done by 
his wife. 

It was a quaint idea of his own. 
When the reapers, to the number of 
three or four, are ready to begin, he 
appears in the field, armed with a 
bright sickle sacred to the occasion, 
with which he solemnly proceeds to 
cut the first sheaf. Just as eolemnily 
his spouse, who accompanies him, 
takes up a handful of the newly-out 
wheat, and with it ties the sheaf to-| 
gether. | 

Refreshments are then passed round 
to the waiting reapers, and, bidding 
them God-speed in thelr work, the 
farmer and his better-half leave them 
to it. If they make a neat, even etub- 
ble they always receive an extra ashill- 
ing or two for their pains i 

Gleaners are rarely seen in the har- 
vest fields now, put there ie at least 
one farm in Herefordshire where the 
wives and children of the harvosters 
turn o@t after the corn has been gath- 
ered in to pick wp the scattered ears 
that have fallen. 

It is surprising how much wheat a 
family of three or four industrious 
children can pick up ear by ear. It 
must be back-aching work, and can- 
not be very profitable, but in thie tn- 
stance it is done more for keeping alive 
an old custom than for anything else, | 

Every afternoon when there are any 
gieaners at work the farmer's wife 
sends out tea and cake for all; which 
is much appreciated by the workers 
When they have finished for the sea- 
fon the farmer adds a bushel of wheat 
to each collection and pays for the 
@rinding of the grain at the flour mil! 

A Yorkshire farmer, renowned for his 
genuine hospitality, insiste on all his 
helpers attending his harvest eupper, 
though as a rule they do not require 
much pressing. The tables groan under 
the load of good things provided, and 
the guests are invited to eat to their 
hearts’ content. 

Part of the moal Is the fruit of their 
own Industry, for the bread on the ta- 
dies Is always @ epecial baking of loaves 
made’ from the flour of the recently-cut 
wheat. Of this a laf is given to each 
worker when he leaves for home 

DriMeld, in the east riding of York 
ahire, la one of the few places_in the 
ountry wore the ancient custom of 
ringing the harvest bell ts still ob 
aerved, The ringing ts to notify the 
inhabitants of the district that the 
tle has arrived for them to cut thelr 
corn. 

As soon as the grain has ripened, one 
of the belis of the parish church rings 
out at 6 o'clock in the morning 
Welcome intimation that reaping time 
has come; the same bell, throughout 
the harvest, signalizing the fall of even- 
tide by again tolling at 8 p.m. It te an 
interesting fact that for upwards of 
fifty years the harvest bell of Drift 
fleld waa rung by one and the same 
parish clerk, a record which’ stands 
almost unique

cient harvest custom ita observed 


There, for many yoars, it has been 
the practice for the mayor of the bor- 
ough to prosent a bottle of wine to the 
person who first takes into the market

Needless to say, the competition for 
the honor of first comer and the covet- 
ed battle of wine has always been 
pretty keen, though the reeiplent har 
not always been the same, 

A WAncolnshire tandlord used te 
make a somewhat similar present, but 
fn this case the present went to that 
one of this tenants who Was the first 
to atart cutting hie wheat. The gift, 
too, was a great deal more valuable; 
for, igstead of a single bottle, it con- 
sisted of a whole case of wine.

Housing Sheep. 

By all means have a comfortab's 
barn that will afford sufficient warmth 
from wintry weather, but see that it is 
well ventilated by allowing plenty of 
air to get in, Be careful about leav- 
ing windows and doors open in such a 
way as to cause drafts, oa the sheep, 
and especially lambs, are very suscep 
tible to colds, influenza and kindred 
afflictions, Do not close all the win- 
dows of a barn for a time until the 
sheep are overheated and then open 
them all suddenly, as such proceeding 
would very likely be followed with 
bad results through the sheep con- 
tracting severe colds from the sudden 
change of temperature.—Farm Prog- 
ress. 

Protection From Mice, 

The Minnesota experiment station 
says that some experienced tree grow- 
ers recommend the following treat 
ment as protection against rabbita and 
mice: Make a thick whitewash, about 
the consistency of cream, to which add 
enough blue vitriol to give a “robin's 
ege blue” color, Pass between two 
rows and apply with a brush, coating 
that side of each row which is next to

HOG CHOLERA, 


Precautions to Be Taken to Prevent 
General Infection, 


The necessary precautions should 
be taken in the early part of a hog 
cholera outbreak in order to prevent 
a general infection of the hogs in the 
neighborhood. The diseased herd «| 
herds should be quarantined and all 
possible ways in which the germs can 
bd distributed by people, dogs, stray 
hogs, ete., carefully guarded against 
Two very important factors in the 
prevalence of hog cholera are, the lit 
Ue interest taken by some swine 
raisers in the health of the herds and 


for preventing the spread of infection 
to neighboring herds, It is advisable, 
then, to place hog cholera under state 
and federal control and use police 
sanitary measures in the control of 
this disease, 

At the beginning of a hog cholera 
outbroak, it is best to move the herd 
Into new yards, Tho yards should 
be large enough to prevent crowding, 
as in crowded quarters the opportu:! 
nity for iofection is greater and ad 
ditional care is required in order t 
keep the surroundings in a sanitary 
condition, Sufficient shelter is neces 
sary, for exposure to the hot rays of 
the sun, storms, chilling winds, ete.,

be removed from the herd and given) 
separate yards, or destroyed. How 
ever, the necesstty of using this latter | 
precaution depends on the number of 
hogs that are sick and may not be
